the housing of many relics of the early 
days.

Portugal rather discouraged produc- 
tion in the Azores in order to aid her 
colonies in South America.

the chief industries of the islands 
Th* population consists mainly of 
Portuguese. Moorish, and Flemish set- 
tlers, with a few negroes and a fail 
sprinkling of English settlers.
